prbhident's address. 

Tlio convention opontMl at 2 P.M., 
Saturday, at tlio Kpincopal pnrlHh 
liouNo with an attendance of 94. 
The oldcHt nieiubei of tlio orj^aniza- 
tion present wan MadiHon Sawlello, 
of Sidney, 77 yeaiHof a^e. Presi- 
dent Albert L. Carlisle presided at 
thu biiNineHH NOHNion and hiMaddreN.s 
which contained a number of im- 
portant re(>omuiondntionH, was as 
followH: 

Jjadtex and (jriiUrmni, members 
of Oie Maine Mission Jor iJir Deaf: 
1 bid yon one and all wtdcome to 
thin, the 32d annual convention. I 
espi^cially bid the younj? |)eople 
welcome, for they are the oneH who 
will carry on IhoHe meetiiiKM when 
we older oneH are out of the run-; 
ning. 

Kirst, I wish to npeak with re- 
ference to compulHory educatKm of 
deaf children. At thu convunliun of 
the New KtiKland Gallaudet As- 
Hociation of tlio Deaf, held in Port- 
land hiHtyear, MImm Fannie Kimball, 
a teacher in the Maine School for 
tlio Deaf, brought tliis iuatt>or up, 
and it was very favorably received. 
Her idea waa that all uneducated 
deaf childien Hhould bo coiupolled 
to attend either a Huhool for the 
deaf or Homo nchool Huitable to 
their iieedM. 

Why can't wo take HlepH in thi«i 
matter and paHM a motion that the 
oHicerH of the Maine MiHMion for the 
Deaf go to AuguKta in 191.3 and lay 
thu matter before the LegiHlature? 
I know the olTiceiH will bo ^lad and 
willinf^ to do this, for every one of 
of iiH must reHli7.e what a good thinx 
it wouhl be. Evnry pornoii has a 
light to a good coiiimoii Hcdiool 
education, and why Hhould not deaf 
children aH well as thoNo who can 
hear bo oompuUed to attend hcIiooIhV 

Another thing, if we at this oon- 
vention to have the ofllcorH take 
tliiH mutter before the Legislature, 
w(! would have the Hatisfaction of 
knowing we are the Ili'Mt to take 
direct HtepH in the matter. 

One other matter, which in, or 
ought to be, of great inteieHt to un, 
ix the matter of fakirn — I he hearing 
fakirn, who go about pretending 
Ihey are dtvif and dumb ami beg- 
ging alniH, and help from Nympatho 
1 1<; peo|)lo. We have heard of them 
almoHt everywhere thai wo may go, 
'ind it 1h the duty of all people, 
iiiuludiug ouraelveH, to do all that 
we can to have thoHO |>retenilerH 
brought before the aulhoritiiM and 
puiii.slied. It la woith a Utile elTort 
and (Certainly a great NatiHi'aclion tw 
iiH when wo hear of Home fakir of 
thin claHM being arre*tt(Hl and aen!. 
to j)iil. littl UN do all that we can 
to abollMh HiIh olaaH of people. 

Nov, in conclUHion, I wlah to an- 
nounce that I Hliall not want to run 
again f(»r the ofTice of preaident of 
this Minaitui. 1 have held tliin of- 
lioe for nearly 15 ynara, and feel 
thai it In time to give uoino one oIno 
the houoi and privilege of hohling 
thiHoflicA, OHpecially the younger 
(leople, for it is certainly time for 
them to have wtme big part in our 
conventions. Of courae I shall 
Htill remain a member of our Mis 
^ion, but give the younger people a 
■liance.

Mayberry for his asHialance in the 
matter of arranging for this oonven- 
tion. ThaiikH are also due to liov. 
Mrian C). Koberla for his kindness

fiOO Dkaf in State, 

The report of the Heeretary. J. 
•''rod Klynn, showed that theie were 



about 500 deaf persons in Maine, 
00 of whom belong lo the Mission. 
The Mission has available at the 
piesent time funds of $1,504.17, tlie 
interest only of which can be used 
in the securing of preachers to visit 
galheiings of deaf people, which is 
one of the olijects of the Mission. 
It was de(!ided to bold the next an- 
nual convention at Lewislon. 

The reoommondalioiiH made by 
President Carlisle in his address 
were voted upon favorably. It 
was also voted to express the thanks 
of Mission to Hon. K. L. Philoon, 
of Auburn, for his efforts before the 
last Legislature is securing an ap- 
propriation for the Home for the 
Deaf, 

Prrstdbnt CarlisliE Re-elected. 

The following ortlcers wore 
chosen: President, Albert L. Car- 
lisle, Kaiigov; Secretary, J. Fred 
Flyiiii, Hangoi ; Treasurer, George 
Wakelleld, of Brownnold. Mr. Car- 
lisle was olected president for the 
next two years, after 15 years of ser- 
vice, notwithstanding that he had 
stated in his annual oflioe thai he 
believed it better for the Mission 
for someone else to be elected in 
Ills stead. All recognir.od his gr(«at 
services in behalf of the Mission 
and he was not permitted to resign. 

address on rroiprocity. 

The feature of the evening ses- 
sion was an address upon "Reci- 
procity with Canada," by J'rof. Mel- 
ville Hailard, of Washingl^tn I). C, 
formerly of FryebiirL', Me. Prof. 
Hailard presented as well as could 
be done in the time at his disposal 
the leading features of proposed 
recipiocity agreement, the history 
of its passage by Congress and tlie 
principal arguments both for and 
against it. The a<ldross was fol- 
lowed by a social party, which gave 
the membeiN from varions sections 
of tho Stale an opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with each other. 

A handsome bouquet of sweet 
peas was ])resented Prof, liallard 
by Miss Hertlia Treat, of Augusta. 
President Carlisle was presented 
with a flue traveling bag by the mem- 
bers of the Mission in recognition of 
his long years of distinguished ser- 
vice. Rofrmhinents of cake and 
ice cream were served during the 
evening. 

MISSION AND ITS PURPOSES. 

The Maine Mission for the Deaf 
was organized in Belfast Deo. 31, 
1877, and incorporated in Portland 
.Ian. 30, 190C. The object of the 
associalion is lo promote the welfare 
of its inembei'H and other deaf peo- 
ple, to cultivate feelings of friend- 
ship among the members, to form 
a bond of union and alTord an or- 
gani/4ition in which they may aot 
together for the oomiuon good. 
Any deaf person who is a native or 
resident of Maine is eligible to 
membership. Deaf poraous from 
other Suites way become aasociate 
members and are allowed to take 
part in ibe discussions at the an- 
nual meetingf>, but can neither vote 
nor hold olHce. Hearing persons 
who take an inteiest in the welfare 
of the deaf may Iwcorae honotary 
members with the suiiie privileges 
as asHOciale members. 

The funds of the association are 
used for the annual cunvonlion, 
traveling expuiifles of the president, 
secretary to and from tJio eonvon- 
tioii, and to cover t^lie expenses of a 
minister or missionaiy in any dis- 
trict in Maine, wlieie sultiaient 
has not been raised by collection 
or Hubscriptlon lo pay for auali ser- 
vices. Only the interent of the 
funds of Uie Mission can be umhI to 
help defray the necessary expenses 
of the association. Tho unnual 
meetings of the organization are 
always held on the lafit Saturday of 
August or the lii-Nl Saluitiay in 
September, as directed by the board 
of directors. These otllcers are 
chosen once in two years, the bien- 
nial election ooourring Ibis year at 
Augusta, 

A iiuinbor of members of the' MIb- 
sioii who attend(Hl the oonveiition 
held in Augusta 12 years ago were 
|(res(mt , and were surprised to note 
the uhang<« that had been niiMle about 
tho city in that lime. Some of the 
early ariivals visited the remodeled 
Sl4ile Hoiwe during the forenoon.

THE ANNUAL SERMON. 

The annual sermon was pleach- 
ed at 10:1^0 Sunday by Prof. Mel- 
ville Hailard and he was assisted in 
the services by William H, Gold- 
smith, of Cambridge, Mass., who 
gave the opening prayer. 

A prayer meeting was hold at 7 :30 
P.M. conducted by President Car- 
lisle, in which Mr. Gold.smitli, H. M. 
Fairman, of Waverly, Mass., and 
others of the visitors from out of the 
State took part as well as those con- 
nected with the Mission. 

Tho interpreter. Miss Emily A. 
Goldsmith, of Cambridge, Mass., 
has been present at all of tho meet 
iiigs and has done excellent work in 
interpreting the proceedings to 
visitor's. Her father, William H. 
Goldsmith, is a mute and was 
present at the convention Freder- 
ick W. Woods of Boston, a member 
of tlic prudential oominittc^e of a 
deaf-mute union church in Boston, 
is also among llio visitors out of the 
State at the convention. 

Tho convention pi-ogranr will con- 
clude Monday with an excursion to 
the National Home at Togus, 
which will be attended by prac- 
tically all of those present at the 
convention. The excursion parly 
will leave Augusta about 8:30 a.m., 
returning in the afternoon.

About the g(K)d work doue for 
the deaf in Durham, N. C, the 
following clipping is taken from the 
Durham Sun: — 

" Durham has the ploaaiirg aud 
gratifying satisfaction of bearing 
the reputation for pioneer work iu 
the or-ganizalion of deiif-mutes for 
training iu tho religious life. This 
work is going ou forward with zeal 
and splendid resrrlts under the 
auspices of St, Philip's Parish, of 
this city, with Rev, S. S. Bost, the 
rector, aud Miss Roltbie Tilliugbast, 
the interpreter and instructor, the 
leading spirits in the movement. 

" There is a colony of thirty or 
mor-e mutes her-e who have become 
a band of earnest and consecrated 
church men and women, and enjoy 
all of the blessings, and euter intti 
the services of the church with all 
of the devotion and earnestness of 
I lie most enthusiastic of those, who 
possess all of tht>ir {acuities. The 
work ill tJiis new line of endeavor 
under the guidauge of Miss Tilliug- 
hast, has made wonderful progrtws,. 
and the Suuday and weekly meet 
iugs of these people, iu religious 
study, praise and player services, 
is attniotUig no little attenUou 
throughout the Slate. 

The work was organiztxl here 
twelve ownths ago, and Miss Til- 
linghast took hold of it with deep 
devotion, and she Is now accom- 
plishing wonderful rwults, not only 
ill guiding and leaching them spiri- 
tually, but visiting them in all of 
their atUictions, and luiuisleriug to 
them in sickuess and death. One 
hundwd and three doaf-uiutcs have 
been taught during tho ytutr. There 
have boon ten confirmations, and 
live Itaptisms, The8t> have been 
added to the original colony ; and 
this colony is growing iu a veiy 
salisfaotory manner, Thej have 
religions iustruotlon every Sunday 
tU St. Philip's Chapol, aud a meet- 
ing once during the week. Miss 
Tilliughast has organized seven 
mute Bible Glasses in the State, l>e- 
sides the two in Durham — one 
white and one coloretl— »two at 
Charlotte, two at Greeuslxirr), otie 
at Salisbury and one at Raleigh. 

Last eveniirg at 8 o'clock, a porch 
party was held at "Sunuyside," 
the beautilul West Durhaiu resi- 
dence of Mr, and Mrs. J. Harper 
Erwiu, and there were present 
twelvo oburohuen of St Philip's' 



Church ; the chairmen of the various 
groups who will have charge of the 
deaf mute mission work. It was a 
most enthusi.'islic rrreeting, and was 
attended with the most gtalifying 
and satisfactory results. The object 
was to more thoroughly organize and 
pledge a more hearty financial 
support to the endeavors of advanc- 
ing this religious work in which the 
deaf mutes are taking so much 
inter-est. It was a meeting full of 
encouragement, aud every prospect 
of the richest blessings. Every one 
pr<-sent was «>nthu8ed with a desire 
to len«l every aid iw.'wible to the 
work for the enusing year, which 
begins September Ist. 

"After a most hearty and cordial 
discussing of the plants for anorher 
year's Christian endevor in this 
pioneer deaf-mute religious ti-aining, 
Mrs. Erwin served those present 
with most delightful refreshments, 
consisting of peach cream and cake, 
and Colonel Erwin gave the chair- 
men a most enjoyable smoker." 

The deaf in Durham have been 
working together to bring a know- 
ledge of the deaf before the public 
—what they are doing aud what 
they can do. i he public is now 
helping them very coi-dially in any 
enterprise. 

Miss Robbie Tillinghii.st formerly 
taught with her deaf father, Mr. 
David R. Tillingliaat, at the School 
for the Deaf in Morgantown, N. C. 
She accepted n very good oflfer from 
a wealthy gentleman to teach his 
little deaf girl privately in Durham. 
Her work with this girl is .said to 
have been very successfnl, but did 
not last long. Her interest in the deaf 
colony was getting so great that 
the Bi.shop of Nor-th Car-olina no 
liced it and offered her a more lu- 
crative salary to teach the deaf 
spiritually all over the State.

He helped to organize 
the Durham Bible Class, Literary 
Society, and several otther good 
meetings. He is the father of three 
fine hearing children, and has to 
work all day, hut can find time to 
st^e what is going on .luioiig the 
deaf.

Where They Live Lonicest. 

Longevity is oommon in Sweden 
and Norway. Thus in tlio former 
country, ruoitality, which in 1880 
averaged only 17 per 1,000 inhabi- 
tants, in 1900 had fallen to 14. 
Infant mortiality shrank from 112 to 
82 per 1,000. Iu Norway the rate 
showed a reduction from 10 to 13 
per 1,000, and that of infants from 
96 to 09. 

For th«>se two Scandinavian rates 
the hygienic habits of the popula- 
tion are responsible — public baths; 
the admirable organization of hospi- 
tals, which receive the rich as well 
as poor; the cleaaliness of habita- 
tion, and the widespread precau- 
tions that obtain among all cla.sses. 
Again, there is the public altitude 
towai-d inevitable sickness, Swede 
and^Norwegiau both have faith in re- 
cent scientific and medical disco- 
verl««. Conse<iuently, each conta- 
gious case becomes a public mat- 
ter, and individual liberty is never 
placed in opposition to the geni-ral 
welfare. — Harper*s Weekly.

Dhar Mr. Editor:— In your last 
issue Mr. Spear does me the honor 
to write at length on ray appeal to 
the several State associations that 
they endorse federation as the t>est 
way of uniting the American deaf 
into an organization designed to ac- 
complish the several ends for which 
our present National Association was 
founded and later incorixirated. 

I gratefully aclcaowledge Mr. 
Spear's courtesy, but beg leave to 
correct one or two misapprehensions 
as to my own position in this matter. 
I advocated paid officers of the N. 
A D. long before the appearance of 
Mr. Spear's plan, and deplored the 
circumstance that we were not then 
in a position — nor are we now — to 
pay our officers for the often bur 
densome sacrifice of time, of time 
that should be given to the winning 
of their bread and butter, they are 
compelled to make if they wish to 
perform the duties of their offices as 
they .should be performed. 

The one cardinal weakness of Mr. 
Spear's jjlan, is its provision for fin- 
ances. It provides that the revenue 
of the Association should come from 
the membership fees— $1.50 annual- 
ly, in the case of life members, 
$50,00. 

I have in the past asserted, as Mr. 
Spear correctly states, that the plau 
was "impracticable and well-nigh 
impossible," because of this one 
cardinal weakness. I would rejoice 
beyond measure could I l)e convinc- 
ed by a practical proof to the con- 
trary in the one feature that the plan 
was actually practicable and |X)3sible. 
My experience with the deaf, now 
extending over thirty-six years con- 
vinces me that it is foolish to expect 
them to pay %i.5o year in year out 
from which they obtain or see no direct 
personal benefit. Kven in the case of 
local societies where the members 
know their money will pay for rent 
light, fuel, entertaintnent and other 
things in which they share directly, 
there has always been difficulty in 
securing prompt and full payment of 
dues. More than one society has 
gone to the wall for this reason. 

The inability of the deaf alone 
and unaided to maintain their church 
missions is another proof in point; 
still another is the manner in which 
they have failed to support news- 
papers conducted by deaf men for 
their direct benefit. 

The .•Jtreiigth of the National 
Fraternal Society lies in the fact 
that it promises to give back, and 
more too, all that iU members put 
into its treasury. Lacking this 
assurance, this organization must 
inevitably fail. 

If, now, Mr. Spear will convince 
me that five thousand adult deaf- 
mutes will be willing to ' fit- 
ly supjwrt the National lion 
by paying $1.50 each year as pro- 
vided for by his plan, he will find 
no warmer advocate than myself. 

To convince me he must bring the 
proof. The proof I would ask is 

this: 

The census of 1890 gave 40,592 
true deaf-mutes in the United States. 
At present there are about rxj,ooo. 
About one-fourth of these are at- 
tending school. Another fourth is 
al.so composed of minors not in 
s<.hool. This would leav^ alxiut 30,- 
ojfj adult deaf iu the United .States, 
or about one in every 3,000 of our 
present population. Minnesota has 
a population of 2,075,208. This 
would make her proportion of adult 
deaf about 685. Her proportion of 
the :>! would require

ANO FKOKRA- convince his fellow deaf-mutes that 
'■'■on. \ they owed it so themselves and the 

class at large to become permanent 
contributors to the amount of $1.50 
per year for the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, according to the 
Spear Plan. 

As Mr. Spear says, it is of no u.se 
to talk and talk. If he limited his 
efforts to argument, he might argue 
till the cows came home and ac- 
complish nothing. If he will accept 
my advice, I would urge him to get 
to work at once. Let him adopt 
the same plan in principle that was 
employed by Mr. Regen.sburg at my 
suggestion with the Moving lecture 
Fund. Let him spend night after 
night at his desk in the ta.sk of en- 
listing one influential, representa- 
tive, deaf-mute in each of the forty- 
eight States. Then let him spend 
twice as much more time and effort 
in getting the 115 pledgesandJsiy,- 
50 that would be required from Min- 
nesota. 

My own Ijclief is that we shall 
never accomplish our aims until we 
have an endowment fund sufficient to 
pay our officers a reasonable a com- 
pensation for their time and effort; 
sufficient for the maintenence of an 
organ or paper devoted to the in- 
terests of all the deaf, and indepen- 
dent in that it will reflect the aims 
and wishes of these deaf as formu- 
lated by the constitution and by-laws 
and resolutions of the Association; 
sufficient for the meeting of all em- 
ergencies as instanced by the Nebra- 
ska law; sufficient to maintain, a 
bureau of information, another of 
industrial statistics, and another i)ro- 
viding for a circuit of lecturers and 
also of moving pictures extending 
from New York to California. 

For the carrying out of all these 
things I believe that a federation of 
State Associations, each coming into 
the National A.ssociation with mere- 
ly a nominal tax of five or ten cents 
jier capita, would offer the best and 
most practicable machinery, and 
would much more truly and accu- 
rately deserve to be designated as a 
National organization of the Am- 
erican deaf, than any union of iu- 
dividuals as is the ca.se under the pre- 
sent arrangement or under the Spear 
plan. 

I thank Mr, Spear for giving me 
the opportunity to place myself on re- 
cord in this matter. I have faith- 
fully done what I could to secure the 
successof the Endowment Fund. The 
idea is new. It has not yet had time 
to take root But the fund has a l>eg- 
ining. It now amounts to atx)ut $208. 
I asked for an opportunity to try 
still further to increase this fund, 
but it was denied me. I am con- 
tent to wait until a more progressive 
and liberal administration comes in- 
to power before trying again. The 
same av)plies to the fereration plan. 
In large measure it is dejjeudent on 
the endowment fund. The State a,H- 
sociations are like our individual 
deaf. Each, so far that I know of, 
has been apprehensive that entering 
the federation meant a raid on the 
State treasury. The possession of a 
large income sufficient to cover all 
the requirements I have detailed 
above would remove this fear.

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The Spear plan is probably better 
appreciated in Minnesota than any- 
where else. It is Mr. Spear's home 
State, and he is better known and 
valued there than iu any other State. 
I would ask Mr. Spear to make us<: 
of every legitimate means at his 
command ; to use personal argu- 
ment and persuasion and to enlist 
the aid of his State paper, the Com- 
panion, in order to secure the pledge, 
backed by $4.50 in ca.sh, represent- 
ing the dues of three years in ad- 
vance, of 115 Minnesota deaf-mutes. 
When he has done this I would re- 
quire him to secure the pledge of at 
least one leading and representative 
deaf-mute in each State to do like- 
wise in his State, that Is, to secure 
similar pledges from a similar pro- 
portion of the deaf in that SUte. 
In Colorado, for instance, the num- 
i>er would be 45- i" New York 
State it would Ije 500. In California 
it would be 135. 

I would tell Mr. Spear in advance 
that I am not in a position to serve 
in thiscapacity in Colorado. Neither 
am I able to lecomend someone else 
who pos-sessed the confidence of the 
Colorado deaf in a sufficient degree 
to secure the 45 pledges and $202.- 
50 that should be forthcoming in 
theii State. I am not in a 
to serve myself, because I an. 
to give the time, and also l>ecausc I 
do not believe there are 45 Colorado 
deaf-mutes who would be willing to 
come up to my requirement as to 
pledge and cash. 

All thi.s is not a theory btit an 
actual condition. The deaf are there, 
so and so many in each State, iv 
c.„.. V,,., itg one or more leadi .,. 
lential deaf-mutes whose 
\iiXyn.it would be regarded as faith- 
ful and disinterested. Now let Mr. 
3i;car btickle down to work and 
convince these forty-eight repre- 
sentative deaf that his plan is practi- 
cable and ix>ssible, and then let these 
forty eight representative deaf-mutes 
get to work each in his own SUte to

Dear MR. Editor:— The situa- 
tion as developed by viirious re- 
cent colli ributions to your paper re- 
lating lo the N. A. I)., is that there 
exists in it a clique whose effort is to 
overthrow the Hanson administra- 
tion. This end has been songlil Ity 
all sorts of means; trumped up 
charges, garbled reporting, and 
(,'tinerHl tieiiehery being of constant 
occurrence.

His extracts appertain to simple 
membership in the Association, and 
iu no way have any bearing on the 
Executive Commiltee, which Is u 
body apart and distinct from general 
nienibership. In fact, il does not 
oven appear that Hon-inembers are 
debarred from serving on the Ex- 
ecutive Commilt«)e, although It is 
possible this has been provided for 
elsewhere in the rules; but that 
is a different matter, for we are 
concerned only with the evidence 
tiefore us otTered by Mr. Veditz for 
prediitating an indictment against 
Mr, Hanson. Now, since It has 
nowhere been shown that the title 
to the office of Executive Commiltee, 
upon which fact the matt.er at issue 
hinges, is contingent upon payment 
of annual membership dues on or 
before June 1st of each year, I see 
no reason for anyone to take excep- 
tion to Mr. Hanson's ruling that the 
vote was perfectly legal, and It is 
clear that the accusations against 
him In this matter are not sustained 
by the facts. This case offers a 
g(K)d illustration of llie absurdity 
and unfairness of the atta<?ks that 
are being made by individuals who 
in their malevolence would destroy 
the whole Association. But I care 
naught for individuals. Every 
Itutli Invites opposition, contempt, 
c<mtumely ; but if it is really bo 
truth, it Is worth fighting for. Let 
my fellow members of the N. A. I), 
remember this, and tight on 1

The Boy Scouts of America are 
learning a universal and, therefore, 
are developing the real Esjierauto. 
Under the guidance of Ernest 
Thompson Solon, Chief scout, the 
boys are learning the signs of com- 
munication not only be! ween the 
boys of this country, but also be 
tween theboysofeveiy other nation. 
The plan now being delveloped 
means that eventually the boys of 
all nations will have a common 
language and that they will be 
drawn mote closely together. Such 
binding of the boys of different 
nations together, il is asserted by 
the leaders of the Boy Seoul move- 
ment, will lenil greatly toward the 
promotion of universal peace. 

The sign language is simple. It 
is common to all nations. It per- 
haps was developed long before the 
art of speaking. It is natural lo 
use gestures and signs lo emphasize 
one's ideas in speaking. These 
gestures may express entire sen- 
tences. For instance, the traffic 
patrolmen in crowded thorough- 
fares in New York use the sign lan- 
guage. They are on duly all day, 
directing the traffic of thousands of 
vehicles, and perhaps never speak 
one word. 

Baseball players have a sign lan- 
g'lage. Every spent has given rise 
to certain gestures or signs I hat are 
perfectly natural and understood 
easily by piM'soiis not versed in llial 
special activity. tJliildren and 
grownups use g(>slures and, there- 
fore, signs, instinctively. More 
than 100 signs aie used by the lihil- 
dren in the public schools. Theie 
are 3,000 signs that students of the 
language have picked up. A pei- 
son (tan communicate liis thoughts 
intelligenlly with (500 of them. The 
ordinary person uses a' vociihulary 
of not more than 5J,000 words. The 
signs have been developed iu the 
deaf ami dumb schools so that the 
deaf and dumb alphabet is discard- 
od, exce|il foi the spelling of proper 
names and unusual words. 

"II is a fact," says tUiief Scout 
Selon, "that at many deaf and 
dumb schools whole lectures are de- 
livered and sermons pi cached by 
the use of a highly developed sign 
language. A single sinn may con- 
vey an enlite sentence. The sav- 
ages out west hav<« a sign language. 
A person who understands the sign 
language can talk to an Iu<lian. 
He can convey his meaning adequ- 
ately to persons oi different nations, 
such as Russia, China and India, 
without speaking a word." 

Chief Scout Selon points out that 
the use of the sign language makes 
a person m<ire olmervatit, and that 
idiserving persons use it. The sign 
language may he used in signaling. 
It may bo employed iu such 
places as hos|)ita1s, where patients 
may nol be permitted lo s|Kmk. It 
is used In places where the noise is 
so groat that the voice can nol be 
heard, or perhaps in speaking to 
one another across a room. Its use 
is so greatly recognized that it is 
being develojied in the Army and 
many other pla(;es. 

Chief Scout Hetoii has prepared a 
diotiouary of signs, with illustra- 
tions, which will soon bo reaily not 
only for the use of the scouts, but 
for all persons who are Interest^^d 
in learning Hie sign laniruage. 
" Every person uses signs," says 
Chief Seoul Heton, " but the Boy 
Scouts in developing it are spread- 
ing it thioughoul the entire world, 
and are putting into practice the 
real Esprnuto language. They will 
rial 11 rally come iu closer contact 
with one another, and will be used 
in a universal brotherhood. What 
can be more helpful In the pioino- 
tion of universal peace? 1 hope 
every Boy Scout will study sign 
language — E(e,

RYAN MEMORIAL TO BE HOME FOR 
DEAF-MUTES 

A magnificent memorial to Arch- 
bishop Ryan, as suggested at the 
time of his death, will be erected by 
the Holy Name Societies a« an insti- 
tution for Catholic deaf-mutes. It 
is planned to build the memorial 
institution on such a scale that, it 
will provide shelter and instruction 
for all Catholic deaf-mutes in the 
archdiocese. 

The announcement, that the 
Archbishop memorial will be an 
institution for deaf-mules was maile 
yesterday by the commi-ssion ap 
pointed by the Hidy Name Societies 
to act on memorial suggestions 
made on the day of Archbishop 
Ryan's funeral. The commission 
yesterday reported to the Holy 
Name union meeting in St. Leo's 
parish hall, Tacony. 

In its report the commiasion saitl 
that the first suggestion made was 
to found a nr*>morial chair of sacred 
literatur(i at the Catholic Girls' 
High School. This suggestion, 
however, did not meet with favor 
among several t)f the societies, and 
it was decided loconsult Archbishop 
Prendergast. 

Archbishop Prendergast took the 
position thai since the high school 
consiru(!tion and maintenance had 
been provided for, it would be 
better to devote a memorial fund to 
urgently needed charitable insti- 
tutions, either an insiilutioii for 
deaf-mutes or an institution for 
crippled children. The suggestion 
of an institution for deaf mutes 
met with instant fav«»r and was 
adopted yesterday by unanimous 
vote l)y the Holy Name Societies, 
which at once began preparation 
for its establishment. — North Am- 
erican, Sept. II. 

TROLLY COMPANY BLAMED 

Cape May, N. J. Aug. 22.— The 
Coroner's jury investigating the 
killing of John Hiroliliein, of iMiila- 
delphia, yesterday l>y a trolly on 
the beach front, handed in a ver- 
dict, which in pai't is as follows: 

"We exonerate the moterman, 
Charles liaker, from all blame, but 
find that the evidence shows gross 
negligence on Ihe pari said r'ailroad 
in the operation of its car without a 
full crew, not stopping it at said 
crossing and not having the same 
equipped with fendeis according to 
city ordinances. We recommend that 
City Council forthwith require 
said railroad and the Ocean Street 
Passenger Railway to operate said 
roads in strict compliance with the 
city ordinances governing .same." 

The car which killed the man had 
no conductor and no fender. Th«> 
company is one of the sul)sidiary 
companies of the Philadelpliia and 
Reading system.

It was with great care that 
William H. Brown, 2437 N. 9lh 
Street, explaine<l to Magistrate 
Beaton, in the Central Station, to- 
day that he was a proprietor of a 
paint shop and had nothing to do 
wilh a delicatessen store. 

Mr. Browu was arrested during 
the crusade of the State Phaimaceu- 
tical Board against paint dealers 
who sell poisons without legist^M- 
ing the name of tire purchaser or 
laltelling the poison as poison. It 
was lestitied that Mr. Browu sold 
five cents worth of one acid which 
he properly labeled, but later sold 
another acid without labeling it. 

Brown paid attention to the whole 
hearing and then asked what i( was 
all abonl. He explained that he 
was ileaf and hadn't learned yet 
why he was In court. A reserve 
policeman shouted the meaning to 
him and Mr. Browu agreed that he 
sold poison. He also stated that 
he never labeled paint as poison, 
because he did not believe thai his 
purchasers wanted to eat it. He 
said that he sold nothing edible and 
i\» far as he knew everything in his 
shop was poisonous. Even paint 
brushes consumed in quantities 
would be injurious to health. 

Magistrate Beaton asked him if 
he wanted to go to court or pay a 
fine of (53.50. Mr. Brown said 
that he much preferred to go to 
court and he promptly furnished 
(MOO bail. 

From the Evening Telegraph, 
August 31st, 1911: 

Foot»or»^ anti weary from his 
journey afoot to New York from 
Tacoma, Wash, and theuoe to 
l^hiladelphia, Sidney R. Chase, a 
mute and self-acknowledged " ho- 
bo," was arrested liy Policeman 
Stiles, of the Ninteteenth and Ox- 
ford Streets station, at 'I'wenty-sixlh 
Strebt aud Columbia Avenue. 

The tuan was airaigned before 
Magistrate Morris at the station to- 
day, charged with being a vagrant. 
The lUHle admitle<) that lie was 
guilty and when a paper and pencil 
was piesenled to him he wrote: 
" I'm a bum." 

Magistrate Morris had him tell 
the story of his experiences on 
paper, and when he had read of the 
man's terrible ordeal in walking 
across the continent, wrote the man's 
disohaige and ordered him to leave 
the city.

Import* of Cotton Into the United 
States. 

It seems strange to see the great- 
ost cotton pro<iucing country of the 
world bringing raw cotton half way 
aiouiid the globe and importing it 
for use in her own manufacturing 
industries. It is neveithelcHs a fact 
that the United States, which 
l>rodncos practically two-thirds of 
the world's cotton, brought from 
China during the last fiscal year 
( 1911 ) more than 9 million pounds 
of raw cotton, at a cost in that 
country of more than I million 
dollars and from India in IWIO 
about 1)1 million pounds, at a valua- 
tion of more titan n half million 
dollars. Other distant sections of 
the world were also drawn upon — 
Pern, 4^ million pounds in 1911 ; 
Dutch East Indies, in 1909, nearly 
a half miilio;i [munds ; Haiti in 
1911, nearly a half million pounds, 
while other contributors include 
Venezuela, Ecuador, British West 
Indies, Santo Domingo. Mexico, 
Panama,' naand( t,

of supply ot long staple, high 
grade cotton, the imports in 1911 
were larger tban In any earlier 
aniounljug to 88 million 
i-i. In addition to IIiIh there 
wan imported from P^ngland about 
7i million pMuuds, presumably 
chit'fiy East Indian, Egyptian and 
West African, since England, of 
course, prfsluces no cotton. Raw 
cotton importations In 1911 were 
larger then in any earlier year, 
ainounling to ll.'i, 768,313 prrands,

It is proposivl to create a nu^moi iai 
to the late lie V. Thomas (jullaudet, 
D.I)., by the eret^tion of a Farisb 
Building for Ht. Ann's Church foe 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church
